South of the border delights

In the past decade or so, Brooklyn 
has come into its own as a bastion for 
international cuisine. Once the home 
to countless restaurants serving up 
two or three traditional favorites, res- 
taurants now dot the Brooklyn citys- 
cape that specialize in everything from 
Japanese to Middle Eastern foods, 
Greek classics to nouvelle French. 

And now there is Chi-Chi’s (at 
Kings Plaza, corner Avenue U and 
Flatbush Avenue, 252-9500), which has 
brought authentic Mexican cooking to 

the people of the borough. 

The cavernous space has been turned 
into an absolutely charming setting; a 
kind of Mexican patio indoors. 

The large space has been broken up 

into smaller, more intimate settings, 
each of which has been uniquely deco- 
rated with Mexican handicrafts and 
artifacts. There’s also a forest of trees 
and hanging plants, archways, and 
lots of stucco. 

The food is scrumptious, and the 
portions, as you'll soon read, are 
absurdly large. The prices, alternately, 
miniscule. But even before you get to 
any of this, the trip to Chi-Chi’s is 

“worth it, just to sample what real hos- 
pitality and graciousness is all about. 

From the instant you walk through 
the doors, the staff is at your beck and 

Feall.

Main dishes are equally exciting. 
The Carne Asadais a traditional Mex 
ican Steak marinated and char-broiled, 
served with Spanish rice and refried 
beans. The Pollo Magnifico features
